Involved in the workers’ demands 
was the insistence that the “stretch- 
out” system must go. The system 
allows for the increase of production 
by the use of more machines although 
the augmented number of machines 
are operated by the same number of 
men.

Action Reported. 

Although Frier delayed ordering a 
state vote on the possibility that some 
development for settling the differ- | 
ences would make it unnecessary, | 
numerous local unions were ‘reported | 
to have taken action. : 

Furman B. Rogers, president of the 
Spartanburg Central Labor Union, | 
said 14 of the 30 locals in that dis- | 
trict had voted to follow the general | 
strike call of Thomas F. McMahon, 
president of the U. T. W. 

The union claims a membership of | 
about 100,000 among the approxi-| 
mately 240,000 textile workers in the | 
Carolinas. 

If a paralyzing general strike de- 
velops as a result of the U. T. .W. 
order, it will be the first strike in- 
volving a majority of the mills im the 
industrial history of the Carolinas. 

There is hardly a mill center in the 
south which has not had a strike at 
some time, but there has never been | 
a strike involving more than a small | 
minority of the mills and workers. | 

Largest in History. 

The largest strike in the history 
of the Carolinas textile industry was 
in 1921, when approximately 12,000 
workers in Charlotte, Concord, Kan- 
napolis and Albermarle _ left their 
posts. Only a part of the mills in 
these centers were involved, however. 

The strike followed a general or- 
ganization drive by the U. T. W., in 
which McMahon, at that time a vice 
president of the union, directed the 
efforts in this section. 

A wage cut in one of the Charlotte 
mills precipitated the strike, with 
the workers demanding increased 
wages and changes in working con-| 
ditinos. 

Although various mills closed and | 
reopened at different dates, the strike | 
lasted from about the middle of May) 
until September. During the greater) 
part of the time McMahon was in 
Charlotte in active direction of relief | 
work among the strikers. | 

Prior to calling of the strike, the 
union had reached a peak in organi-| 
gation work not attained in this sec-| 
tion again until passage of the na-.

COOPER INDICTED 
~ IN CAFE SLAYING 


Man Under Sintence of 
Death Named in New 
True Bills. 


Charles M. Cooper, under sentence 
of death for the slaying of J. T. 
Chappell in 1932, was named Friday 
’ jn two murder indictments and a rob- 
bery indictment charging three sep- 
arate offenses. 

The grand jury’s action followed 
a confession said to have been made 
by Wallace Hughes, now serving a 
life sentence for the slaying of W. J. | 
Hamilton on June 9, 1932. | 
_ Hughes appeared before the grand | 
jury after he had been brought to) 
Atlanta from ‘Treutlen county by) 
Hugh Perryman, investigator for the | 


solicitor-general. His confession is 
said to involve Cooper in the double 
slaying of Hamilton and G. C. Moon, 
which occurred during a holdup of 
Hartman’s cafe on Luckie street. 


In three counts of the robbery in- 
dictment, Cooper is charged jointly 
with Hughes in the robbery of $13 
from Mrs. W. T. Pickett, with rob- 
bing C. L. Nelms of $13.40 and with 
— M. F. Nelms of his automo- 
ile. : 

In his story of the slaying of Moon 
and Hamilton, Hughes is said to have 
related in his confession that he and 
Cooper shared a room in a downtown 
hotel and after drinking for some 
time went out to a parking lot and 
obtained possession of Walker's car, 
Jater staging the cafe holdup in which 
the two men were slain. 

Hughes was sentenced to electrocu- 
tion for the Hamilton slaying, and 
was saved from the chair by execu- 
tive clemency. Cooper's execution is 
set for June 21. Motion for a new 
trial will be heard June 7. 

Upon his trial for shooting Mr. 
Chappell when he refused to return 
and open a safe at Stoddard Dry 
cleaning plant, Cooper claimed that 
he was in Miami, Fla. at the time

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PATENTS AGREEMENT 


New Conventions Will Be 
Signed Today in 
London. 


LONDON, June 1.—(/)}—A_ com- 

plete revision of the international 
conventions governing copyrights, 
patents, trade marks and designs was 
agteed to today by representatives ‘of 
39 nations after a conference here 
which lasted more than a month. 
_ The new conventions, in the form- 
ing of which American delegates play- 
ed an important role, will be signed 
tomorrow. 


The chief revision is that the prior- 
ity of patents is guaranteed for the 
first time. Heretofore, when a patent 
was filed in one of the 39 countries, 
citizens of ofher nations could file a 
similar patent in their own countries 
before the inventor had a chance to 
do so, 


The new arrangement gives the in- 
ventor priority in all of the countries 
signing the agreement, though he must 
complete his filing within a year. 

Another change prevides that trade 
marks may bé@ registered separately in 
any country and sold separately, with- 
out prejudicing trade mark registry 
in other countries, At present if a 
trade mark is sold in one country, the 
owner loses rights elsewhere as well. 

The conference declined to take any 
action on news rights, because the dele- 
gates felt they are incompetent to 
judge the length of time such rights 
should be safeguarded.
